This is responsive to the Office Action dated February 3, 2005, which Office 
Action set a three-month time limit to respond. This Office Action was considered to be 
improper in that it violated the clear dictates of the M.P.E.P. Accordingly, a paper was 
submitted requesting the examiner to withdraw the rejections set forth in the Office 
Action. The examiner then issued an Office Action dated March 8, 2005 setting forth a 
one-month time limit to respond which was said to supersede the time limit set in the 
February 3, 2005 Office Action.
